Pattani їз ап east coast province in the South, adjacent to the 
Gulf of Thailand, with an area of approximately 1,940.356 
square kilometres. There are two major rivers: 


Tani and Sai Buri. A civilised town in the past, Pattani was the 
capital state of the Langkasuka Empire, an independent 
state of Thai Buddhists in the 2" century, which covered the 
area of the provinces of Songkhla, Pattani, Yala, and 
Narathiwat in Thailand, as well as, the states of Kelantan and 
Terengganu of Malaysia. The present Pattani still maintains 
some ruins of the ancient town in Amphoe Yarang. Due to its 
mountainous area and long seashore of about 170 
kilometres, Pattani has been an important port and centre of 
administration, trading, and culture. There are several 
tourism resources of nature, historical ancient places, and 
traditional culture. 


Pattani is administratively divided into 12 districts: Mueang 
Pattani, Yarang, Nong Chik, Khok Pho, Yaring, Panare, Mayo, 
Sai Buri, Kapho, Mai Kaen, Thung Yang Daeng, and Mae Lan.

HOW TO GET THERE 


By car: Pattani is about 1,055 kilometres from Bangkok. 
Follow Phetchakasem Road to Phetchaburi - Prachuap Khiri 
Khan - Chumphon onto Highway No. 41. Pass Thung Song - 
Phatthalung - Hat Yai, and head for Pattani. 


By traín: From the Bangkok (Hua Lamphong) Railway 
Station, there are both express and rapid trains to the 
Pattani (Khok Pho) Railway Station everyday. For more 
details, contact the Service Unit at Tel.

865203, or visit www.railway.co.th. From the Pattani (Khok 
Pho) Railway Station, there is a mini-bus service plying 
between Amphoe Khok Pho and Amphoe Mueang Pattani, a 
distance of 29 kilometres. 


By bus: There are daily services of air-conditioned buses of 
the Transport Company Limited from the Southern Bus 
Terminal on Borommaratchachonnani Road to Pattani. For 
more details, contact Tel.

ATTRACTIONS 
Amphoe Mueang Pattani cinnaiastaani) 


Somdet Phra Srinagarindra Park (usó 
Located at Tambon Rusamilae, Amphoe Mueang Pattani, 
about one kilometre from town, this public park is on the 
left side of the Pattani River, next to the Prince of Songkla 
University. It featues a mangrove plantation with flowers, 
decorative plants, and a very beautiful landscape. 


Princess Galayani Vadhana Institute of Cultural 
Studies comidas ал) 

Located in the Prince of Songkla University, Pattani Campus, 
the Institute is divided into two sections: 





Phra Thep Yannamoli Museum сїт) 
displays the history, activities, and utensils of Phra Thep 
Yannamoli. Besides, there are Buddha images, votive tablets, 
amulets, artefacts, chinaware, Chinese, European and 
Chinese-Thai pottery, commemorative coins, bank notes, 
etc. 





Folklore Museum Resina 

displays the stories to provide knowledge and specific 
education on various topics: Thai Muslim houses in the 
Southern border provinces, local tools and utensils, local 
performing arts, ancient tools and artefacts from the pre- 
historic period, the proto-historic community of the ancient 
town of Yarang, pottery, local beliefs, and technology. 

This institute is open to the public free of charge from 
Mondays to Fridays, except for public holidays, during 9.00 - 
12.00 a.m. and 1.00 - 4.00 p.m. For a group visit or in case a 
guide is needed, please contact in advance at the Education 
Service Unit, Princess Galayani Vadhana Institute of Cultural 
Studies, Prince of Songkla University, Pattani Campus, 
Amphoe Mueang Pattani, Pattani 94000, Tel.

Pattani Central Mosque cisilanams Awiadaaia 

Located on Yarang Road on the Yarang - Pattani route in 
Pattani Municipality. Built in 1954, the construction of this 
mosque took almost nine years. The official opening

ceremony by Field Marshal Sarit Thanarat was held on 25 
May, 1963. It is the centre for religious ceremonies to be 
performed by Muslims in the South. The architecture is 
western similar to the Taj Mahal of India. With the giant 
dome in the centre, there are four surrounding small ones 
and two minarets. A large rectangular pond is in front of the 
mosque. Inside the mosque is a large hall with two-sided 
corridors, where there is a tall and narrow throne used by 
the preacher. 


Situated on the Sak Seni ground of Benjamarachutit School 
Pattani, just opposite the City Hall, on the left bank of the 
Pattani River, the shrine was constructed on 13 May, 1951, 
when Phraya Rattanaphakdi was the Governor. This site is 
mostly worshipped by the local people and visitors. 


This mosque is on Highway No. 42 (Pattani - Narathiwat 
route) at Ban Krue Se and is about 7 kilometres from the 
town of Pattani. It has round-shaped brick and mortar pillars, 
which is the Middle Eastern art style. This venue is near the 
Chaomae Lim Ko Niao Graveyard. It has been assumed that 
this mosque was built during the reign of King Naresuan the 
Great (1578-1593).

Krue Se Mosque 


Situated at Ban Krue Se, Tambon Tanyong Lulo, on Highway 
No. 42 (Pattani - Narathiwat route), near the Krue Se Mosque. 
Legend has it that Lim Ko Niao, a Chinese girl came to Siam 
by ship to look for Lim To Khiam, her elder brother, who 
married the Pattani Governor's daughter and converted to 
Islam. Unable to keep her promise with her mother in 
bringing the brother home, she hung herself on a cashew 
nut tree. Her brother buried her here. Later, the tree was

carved into her icon for worship, and a shrine was built to 
house the icon. 


Located at No. 63, Anoru Road, this shrine houses the 
sculptures of Chaomae Lim Ko Niao, Chaomae Thapthim, 
and other Chinese gods. On the full moon day of the 3* 
lunar month every year, a colourful procession is held to 


carry the sculptures of Chaomae Lim Ko Niao and others 
along several roads in town, as well as various activities 
including walking on fire in front of the shrine, and 
swimming across the Tani River near the Dechanuchit 
Bridge. The event receives numerous worshippers every 
year. For more details, contact Tel. 0 7333 2851. 


This beach is about 18 kilometres from the town of Pattani. 
Follow Highway No. 42 (Pattani - Narathiwat route), turn left 
toward Amphoe Yaring, cross Khlong Yamu along the large 
concrete bridge, and pass the mangrove plantation and the 
village. With white clean sand along the line of pine and 
coconut trees, the idyllic beach is most suitable for 
relaxation and admiration of the scenery. There are many 
colourful Kolae boats being moored here. The beach keeps 
extending due to the tides bringing in more sand sediment. 


This is another white sandy beach extended from Talo Kapo 
Beach. Featuring a sand spit formed into the north of the 
Gulf of Thailand, the cape boasts beautiful landscape, and is 
best for relaxation. There are two routes to Laem Ta Chi: 





Laem Ta Chi 


Take a boat trip from the mouth of the Pattani River 
to Laem Ta Chi, for about an hour. Alternatively, proceed 
from Tha Dan in Amphoe Yaring, go along Khlong Yamu to 
Thale Nai, and to Laem Ta Chi. 


From Amphoe Yaring, cross Khlong Yamu along the 
wooden bridge and drive on for about 10 kilometres to the 
tip of Laem Ta Chi. 


Located at Mu 4, Ban Dato, Tambon Laem Pho, it is about 10 
kilometres from the Yaring District Office on the same route 
to Talo Kapo Beach. This historical tourist attraction of

religious importance was registered as an ancient 
monument by the Fine Arts Department in 1935. 


Built in 1895 by Phraya Phiphitsenamat, this unique 
governor's residence is a mixture of Thai, Muslim, Chinese, 
and European architecture. It has two storeys: the lower 
open space and the upstairs with a spacious hall and 
chambers of the governor and his children. Other 


interesting features include the colourful glass clerestory, 
beautifully fretted wooden vent and gable. The highlight is 
the European-style spiral staircase. There are over 100-year-

old shady trees surrounding the palace. Currently, it is in the 
care of the governor's descendants. Visitors are allowed with 
prior permission. 

To get there: From the town of Pattani, follow Highway No. 42 
towards Amphoe Yaring. The total distance is 20 kilometres. 
This palace is situated in Soi Phiphit Rat Bamrung. 


Yaring Mangrove Education Centre (gudAnesssuamn 
Danny | 

Located near Khlong Yamu, opposite the Yaring District 
Office, the Centre is in the Yaring National Forest Reserve 
with an area of 500 rai. There is a 1,250-metre long bridge, 
which is made of iron wood (Hopea Odorata), as a walkway 
for a nature study of the mangrove forest. Along the nature 
trail, visitors will find mangrove flora, which are mainly 
composed of trees, shrubs, vines, and undergrowth. Each 
plant species can grow in different regions, especially 
between the lowest and highest sea levels. These plants 
comprise Bruguiera cylindrical, Xylocarpus moluccensis, 
Excoecaria agallocha L., Lumnitzera racemosa, Acanthus 
ebracteatus etc. Visitors will also come across rest areas and 
nature interpretation spots with relevant pictures. There is 
an elevated wooden bridge, a rest pavilion, and a 13-metre 
high bird-watching tower overlooking the canopy of the 
mangrove forest. 


In addition, there are delightful boat trips for nature lovers 
along 3 canals: Khlong Bang Pu, Khlong Klang, and Khlong 
Kolae. Along both banks, visitors can see unspoiled 
mangrove forest, an abundance of water creatures, varied 
birds, local lifestyles, and the beauty of the mangrove 
plantation. For more details, contact the Protected Area 
Regional Office 6 (Pattani Branch), Tel.

Wat Burapharam or Wat Ok Caparaó: aan) 

Built in 1817 during the inception of Yaring Town, this 
temple is important for the development of studying 
Dharma and Pali. It houses the much revered 200-year-old 
Luangpho Thung Kha image. The Ecclesiastical Provincial 
Governor and temple abbot, Phra Sophon Thammakhani 
(Phothan Daeng Thannathammo) specialises in traditional 
Thai medicine. 


Replica Image of Phra Phutthachinnarat, Wat 
Piyaram cnssynsiumaansinilensa) 

Formerly called Wat Pi Ngai, this temple was built in 1803 by 
Abbot Bot. The important ancient object here is the 
principal Buddha image, which is a replica image of Phra 
Phutthachinnarat. 


Amphoe Panare 


Hat Panare omaisuus) 

Situated about 3 kilometres from Amphoe Panare on the 
same route to Talo Kapo Beach, this sandy beach is not 
suitable for swimming since a fishing village of hundreds of 
households is located here. Kolae and other fishing boats are 
moored along the beach. 


Hat Chalalai onara 


Situated about 2 kilometres from the District Office. Take the 
Pattani - Narathiwat route. Turn left onto Amphoe Panare 
and keep going towards the beach. Hat Chalalai is 
highlighted by a large pond near the pine line, making itan 
ideal spotfor relaxing. 


Hat Maruat ( n 


This beach is 2 kilometres from Hat Chalalai. It is accessible 
via the same way to Hat Chalalai. Then, proceed towards the 
junction of the Panare - Sai Buri Road and take a left turn. 
This beach is characterised by the amazing site of the 
aggregated small rock mountains overlapping each other. 
Visitors can use the long walkway to the mountaintop. 





Hat Ratcharak ‹ 


This beach is extended from Hat Chalalai, Hat Maruat, and 
Hat Khae Khae. Itis only one kilometre from Hat Maruat, but 
two kilometres before approaching Hat Khae Khae. Visitors 
can use the same route to Hat Chalalai and Hat Maruat. The 
broad sandy beach surrounded by boulders and a small 
valley on the hill is the most striking site for enjoying the 
scenery. 





Hat Khae Khae (изли 


Situated 43 kilometres from the town of Pattani. “Khae Khae” 
is a local Malay word for “loud noise”. The beach is located in 
Tambon Nam Во, 2 kilometres from Hat Ratcharak. With its 
large granite rocks along the coast, the beach is uniquely 
beautiful. On the hill, there is a pavilion and a viewpoint. 








Hat Khae Khae 


Wat Samphao Choei (їз илл) 


Formerly known as Wat Thung Samphao, this temple places 
emphasis on education. It offers the study of the Buddha's 
teachings, primary school, and public library. Phra Sin 
Mongkhon (Phothan Thong), a famous Buddhist monk 
master residing here, is much revered by people in the 
provinces of Narathiwat, Yala, and Pattani. 


Amphoe Sai Buri 


Hat Wasukri onang mumaluhmãua) 


Situated about 52 kilometres from the town of Pattani and 
just 2 kilometres from the town of Sai Buri, this beach is 
located in Tambon Taluban. From the town of Pattani, take 
the Pattani - Narathiwat Highway. Alternatively, it is 
accessible via Hat Khae Khae to Amphoe Sai Buri, or take a 
left turn at the junction towards Amphoe Sai Buri. The beach 
is parallel to the line of pine trees. Bungalows are also 
available. 


Ban Paseyawo alulsiaus28) 


This is a well-known village for making Kolae boats which 
are a unique colourful fishing boat with a narrow head and 
tail of the fishermen in Pattani and Narathiwat provinces. 
The craftsmanship of the Kolae boat here is accepted for its 
beauty with patterns combinating Thai and Muslim art. The 
boats are available both in a real size and a miniature 
souvenir one. In addition, this village is famous for 
producing tasty Southern Budu fish sauce. To g«t there: Take 
the same route to Hat Khae Khae and proceed along the 
road parallel to the beach. 


Amphoe Mayo 


Khao Ruesi (md 


This mountain is situated at Mu 2, Tambon Mayo, about 3 
kilometres from the town of Mayo. The highlight of this 
mountis a natural rocky formation. Visitors will also find a 2 
cubit-wide and 5 cubit-deep well containing so-called holy 
water previously used in royal coronation ceremonies. An 
ordination hall was built to cover this well. In addition, there 
is a temple called Wat Khao Ruesi Plaeng San, which is 
worshipped by the people of Pattani and nearby provinces. 





Yarang Old Town 


Amphoe Yarang 
Yarang Old Town «asus? 


This was one of the largest proto-historic communities in the 
southern part of Thailand. It was presumably the location of 
the ancient kingdom of “Langkasuka” or “Lang-ya-xiu,” as 
mentioned in Chinese, Javanese, Malay, and Arabian 
chronicles. Yarang was laid out in an ovate shape with an 
area of 9 square kilometres. Remains of three overlapping 
ancient communities have been discovered here. 





Ban Wat Ancient Town 





With a plaza as its centre, this community is surrounded by a 
moat and mound. The remains of over 25 mounds of ancient 
sites, mostly found on the western and northern areas of 
Ban Chale, have been discovered. 


Ban Chale Ancient Town 





With a pond asits centre, this community is surrounded by a 
square-shaped moat and is just 1 kilometre north of the Ban 
Wat ancient sites. 


Ban Prawae Ancient Town aiieslus 





It is a small trapezoid town with 4 earthen forts in the 
corners, To the north, there were canals connecting to the 
moats of the Ban Chale Ancient Town. 





Wat Match alinthawapi Wihan 


In addition to the moats and mounds, the remains of about 
30 scattered ancient sites have been found. To get there: Use 
the Sirorot route (Highway No. 410) from Pattani to Yala for 
15 kilometres. Then, turn left onto the Yarang - Mayo route 
(Highway No. 4061) for another 1.2 kilometres. Upon arrival 
at the ancient town area, take a left turn towards the north 
for 400 metres before arriving at Ban Chale Ancient Town.

Amphoe Nong Chik 
Hat Ratchadaphisek omaž 
Situated at Ban Sai Mo, Tambon Sai Mo, this beach is about 
15 kilometres from the town of Pattani, or just 2 kilometres 
from the Nong Chik District Office and another 4 kilometres 
from the entrance off the main road. This is the ideal beach 
for relaxation with shady pines. 


Wat Mutchalinthawapi Wihan c: 
This ancient temple is located in Nong Chik Sanitary District, 
about 10 kilometres on the Pattani - Khok Pho route. It was 
built in 1845 when Phraya Wichian Phakdi Si Songkhram 
relocated the Nong Chik District Office to Tambon Tuyong. 
Formerly called Wat Tuyong, this temple was renamed by

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King Rama V during his royal visit to Nong Chik. In addition, 
he donated funds for building the ordination hall, which is 
still very intact and beautiful. The prominent landmark is the 
Wihan (image hall) where there are the lifelike statues of 3 
abbots, especially, Phra Ratchaphuttharangsi or Luangpho 
Dam, the 5" abbot of this temple, who was much revered for 
his good deeds. 


Amphoe Khok Pho 


King Rama VII Pavilion (ai 


Situated in thearea of the Khok Pho District Office, this Thai- 
style pavilion was built in 1929 for King Rama VII during his 
royal visit to watch the solar eclipse here. It is about 26

kilometres from the town of Pattani on Highway No. 42. 


Located between Tambon Thung Phla and Tambon Na 
Pradu, the Centre displays and sells many handicrafts; such 
as, batik, replica Kolae boats, ceramics, etc. 

Proceed along Highway No. 42. (Pattani - Khok Pho) via the 
Na Ket Tjunction onto Highway No. 409 {Pattani - Yala) via 
Na Pradu Municipality. 


This temple is located at Ban Pa Rai, Tambon Thung Phla. It is 
close to the railway line (Hat Yai - Su-ngai Kolok route) 
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between Na Pradu and Pa Rai Stations. Situated about 31 
kilometres from the town of Pattani, it is accessible via 
Highway No. 42 {Pattani - Khok Pho route). Upon arrival at 
the Na Ket T-junction, proceed onto Highway No. 409 
(Pattani - Yala route), and pass the community of Na Pradu 
Municipality and the Occupational Training Centre (Wat 
Chang Hai). Then, proceed 700 metres further from the 
junction towards Wat Chang Hai. 


This temple is over 300 years old. The image hall features a 
life-sized Luangpu Thuat image, an ex-abbot. In addition, 
visitors will find a beautiful stupa, chedi, mondop, ordination 
hall, and belfry. 


Luangpu Thuat, Wat Chang Hai wasn йл їй) 


Being good at studying the Buddha's teachings, Luangpu 
Thuat was a Buddhist monk with high compassion. Legend 
has it that during his boat trip to Ayutthaya, the food and 
water supply was gone because of a storm. Thus, he showed 
compassion by stepping onto the sea, and it appeared that 
the sea water was turned into fresh water to quench the 
thirst of the crew. He died in Malaysia, and his body was 
brought back to Wat Chang Hai. The annual festival to pay 
respect to his cremated bones is held on the 1* waning 
moon day in the 5" lunar month (April). The temple is open 
daily to welcome visitors during 8.00 a.m. - 5.00 p.m. 


Wat Aranyawasikaram or Wat Huai Ngo (inatiynin 
sna danos) 

Built in 1657, this temple is the residence of the famous 
Buddhist monk master, Phrakhru Anusat Kitchathon 
(Phothan Khiao Kittikhuno), who is much revered by the 
people. Another prominent landmark is the holy lifelike 
statue of a former abbot, Luangpho Si Kaeo, which is housed 
in the image hall. 


Wat Sai Khao dansa) 

This temple was built in 1757 and features the chedi of the 
much revered Phrakhru Thammakitkoson (Phothan Nong 
Thammaphuto). He was a former abbot, well respected for 
his good deeds and simple lifestyle. 
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Wat Sai Khao 


Wat Na Pradu 
Formerly called Wat Katthaliwan, this temple has offered the 
study of the Buddha's teachings since 1938. The much 
revered lifelike statues of Luangpu Thuat and Luangpho Pan 
(former 2nd abbot) are housed here. The present abbot is 
Phra Sopha Thammakhun (Luangpho Phon). 
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Wat Si Mahapho cinezuwlns) 





This temple was built in 1802 by Luangpho Thuat Bunyarit 
who took an austere walk from Nakhon Si Thammarat. The 
temple features lifelike statues of Luangpho Thuat Bunyarit 
and Luangpu Thuat Wat Chang Hai in the posture of 
stepping on sea water. In addition, there is a lifelike image of 
the much revered former abbot Phrakhru Wirat Sophon 
(Daeng Suntharo) who died, but his body did not decay. 


Namtok Sai Khao National Park (queman 
meo) 


Located in Tambon Sai Khao, the Park covers the connecting 
areas of 3 provinces in the lower South: Pattani, Yala, and 
Songkhla, and has a total area of 68,750 rai. The Park area 
features rainforest rich in various species of plants. Many 
waterfalls are found in the Park: 


Namtok Sai Khao aman) 


Located at Mu 5, Tambon Sai Khao, this 40-metre-high 
waterfall cascades over layers of stream into a large basin. 
To get there: Take Highway No. 409 (Pattani - Yala) for 28 
kilometres to the Na Pradu T-junction. Then, proceed via the 
Na Pradu - Sai Khao route for about 7 kilometres. Park 
officers provide services to visitors at the waterfall area, and 
accommodation is also available. For more details, contact 
the Department of National Parks, Wildlife and Plant 
Conservation, Bangkok, Tel. 0 2562 0760, or Namtok Sai Khao 
National Park, Pattani, Tel. 0 7333 9138, or visit 
www.dnp.go.th . 


Namtok Phong Phong сїттїн) 


This waterfall is located at Mu 8, Tambon Pak Lo. To get there: 
Proceed via Highway No. 42 (Pattani - Yala) onto Highway 
No. 409 (Pattani - Yala) to Ban Pak Lo. Tum right and proceed 
along an asphalt road for another 5 kilometres. The seven- 
tiered waterfall cascades down into a large basin where one 
can see the waterfall cliff atop and winding streams of water 
over the cliff and boulders. The waterfall area is shady with 
various plants. 


Namtok Aranyawarin cTnnesorrisu) 
Situated at Mu 4, Tambon Thung Phla, this waterfall is 
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accessible via Highway No. 409 (Pattani - Yala). Then, turn 
right at the junction to Wat Huai Ngo and drive on for 
another 6 kilometres. It is 30 kilometres from the town of 
Pattani. The waterfall is in the San Kala Khiri mountain range. 
It has seven unique tiers; each of them is about 300-500 
metres apart.

Hat Sai - Chai Bueng Ban Laweng or Ban Laweng

From the town of Pattani, proceed via Highway No. 42 
(Pattani - Narathiwat) for 60 kilometres, turn left at the 
junction to Amphoe Mai Kaen, and after crossing the Koto 
Bridge, drive on for 8 kilometres. The white sandy beach 
here lies along a large swamp with beautiful surroundings 
and nature. Furthermore, there is a Folk Arts and Crafts 
Centre (Ban Laweng Cloth-weaving Group) where visitors 
can see cotton-cloth weaving, and an experimental project 
to raise fish in brackish water. 


Hat Bang Sai numana) 


This beach is located at Mu 6, Tambon Sai Thong, which is 74 
kilometres from the town of Pattani. It stretches for 5 
kilometres along the sea. 


Hat Pa Mai отти) 

Located at Mu 3, Tambon Sai Thong, this beach extends from 
Hat Bang Sai. Visitors can go to enjoy the beach all year 
round. 


EVENTS & FESTIVALS 


Chak Phra Festival (sz mnálinno:) This annual festival 
commemorates Lord Buddha's return to the earth on the 1% 
waning moon day in the 11^ lunar month, after the end of 
the three-month Buddhist Rains Retreat, in which he went 
up to Tavatimsa Heaven to preach Abhidhamma to his 
mother. Chak Phra literally means hauling the beautifully 
decorative boat of a Buddha image (Ruea Phra). The 
Buddhists in Amphoe Khok Pho and neighbouring areas will 
move the boats from different temples to the forecourt of 
the District Office where the boats will be worshipped, and 
food will be offered to Buddhist monks and novices. Each of 
the boats is joined by the local people who dress beautifully, 





and has some dancers in front of it. This event is celebrated 
for days and nights. 


Chaomae Lim Ko Niao Fair cmueslasm Safina It 
is held 15 days after the Chinese New Year, which falls on the 
full moon day in the 3" lunar month, in celebration of the 
highly revered Goddess of Mercy, Chaomae Lim Ko Níao. The 
Goddess' sculpture made from a cashew nut tree as well as 
other Chinese gods are invited out of the shrine and carried 
on a palanquin to be followed by a procession. There is fire 
walking and other displays of spiritual strength of which 
participants must be purified by observing the religious 
precepts and being vegetarian for at least 7 days prior to the 
rites. Many of the participants are the local people of Pattani 
and nearby provinces. 





Sai Buri Fishing Competition crus vitiose 
This event is held annually on the second weekend of May at 
Hat Wasukri, Amphoe Sai Buri. Due to the long coast and an 


abundance of fish, this sport has become widely popular. 


Arts and Cultural Fair (їзинипггийашйш 18751) Held 
annually in July at the Prince of Songkla University, Pattani 
Campus, this fair showcases dancing shows, academic 
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exhibitions, sales of local products, and demonstrations of 
local handicrafts to enhance Thai wisdom. 


Yaring Sea Bass Fair wmuialamins Held annually 
during July - August at Hat Talo Kapo, this fair features a sea 
bass eating contest, beauty pageant, sea bass cooking 
contests, as well as sales of seafood products. 





LOCAL PRODUCTS AND SOUVENIRS 


Pattani has many interesting local products; such as, dried 
squid, Budu fish sauce, fish chips, preserved Luk Yi, 
brassware, batik (Pate cloth), etc. 


Dried Squid int) Amphoe Panare is famous for its 
white large-sized squid with a good taste, not too salty. 





Budu Fish Sauce (10) is one of the ingredients for 
Khaoyam, a southern local dish with herbs. The famous 
good quality and tasty sauce from Amphoe Sai Buri can be 
kept for a long time. 


Fish Chips (72:129112) is one of the famous local 
products of Amphoe Sai Buri. It smells good, and is delicious 
and crispy. 


Preserved Luk Yi nnna is a delicious seedless snack 
from Amphoe Yarang. It is made from velvet tamarind which 
can also be processed into other forms; such as, Luk Yi Chap 
Namtan (glace), Luk Yi Kaeo (sugar candied), and Luk Yi 
Khluk Nampla Wan (sweet and salty sauce mixed). 


Brassware (1nîninos1n524) is available for sale at Pattani 
Road, including fretted trays, bowls, and various types of 
containers. 





Batik 1:18) and its products; such as, full pieces of batik 
cloth, Sarong (tube skirts), tablecloths, handkerchiefs, and 
plate mats, are available for sale in front of the Municipal 
Market. 


Pattani Dove Cage cassuniniianni) is made of fine 
sharpened bamboo in many designs. They are produced at 
the Prikri Market, Mu 3, Tambon Krado, Amphoe Mueang 
Pattani. 


Moreover, there is basketry made of Yan Liphao (string

ferns); such as, bags, hats, baskets, fans, and furniture made 
of rattan and Yan Liphao. They are produced and on sale at 
the shop of the Pattani Provincial Prison.
